Lavish Honors Shown 
by Britishers. 


Speeches Teemed With 
Friendliness. 


Faith Expressed That UDnurit- 
ten Alliance Would Always 
Work for Good.

LONDON, June 5.—({By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The banquet tendered by the 
London Chamber of Commerce to the 
delegates of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce at Grocers’ Hall tonight 
was one of the handsomest affairs of 
the kind ever given in a city famed for 
lavish hospitality. No effort was 
spared to honer the American guests; 
but it must be confessed that the lat- 
ter did not sustain the reputation 
America has for brilliant after-din- 
ner speaking. Nor did the British 
speakers do much to relieve the tedium 
of four hours’ speaking. 

All the speeches, however, 
with extreme friendliness and 
in the establishment of permanent 
friendly relations. All the speakers 
expressed the belief that Great Brit- 
ain and the United States would rule 
the destinies of the world and their 


unwritt mance would always work 
for pe the benefit of mankind. 

Lord On hie right 
was Mr. Choate, and on his left Lord 
Tansdo ‘ Morris K. Jessup, An- 
drew Ca , Cornelius N. Bliss, Lord 


Alverstone, Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
lend: Mr. Griscom, George G. Ward, 
Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, 
Levi P. Morton, Lord Avebury, presi- 
dent of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce, and J. Pierpont Morgan 
were among those seated at the tabie 
of honor. - 

In all nearly three hundred were 
present. 

LORD BRASSEY'S WELCOME. 

Lord Brassey, who made the first 
epeech, said: 

“We welcome them as the represent- 
atives of the skill.and enterprise which 
have turned the vast resources of the 
American continent to the service of 
mankind. We are largely sharers in 
these benefits. Our teeming millions 
could not live without the food Amer- 
fica produces and the raw materials for 
our industries. America teaches us 
lessons not only in the creation, but in 
the liberal distribution of wealth. 

“To no other nation are we drawn as 
we are to our.kinemen across the At- 
lantic. The wisely directed friend- 
ship of our two people—not as yet and 
perhaps never to be cemented by for- 
mal alliance—should be a potent influ- 
ence. Working together for the com- 
mon good of all mankind, we may kee 
open the door for trade, we may — 
civilization, we may protect the op- 
pressed, and we may establish 
among the nations.” 

M'KINLEY TOASTED. 

There was a murmur of expectancy 
as Lord Lansdowne, the Foreign Sec- 
retary, rose to toast President McKin- 
ley.. “With regard to President Mc- 
Kinley,” he said, “we think of the 
great office he fills, and in addition to 
his public cares. we remember the bur- 
den of private anxiety he has to bear, 
and it is the prayer of our whole coun- 
try that his wife may be restored to 
health and that he may continue to be 
to the whole world a potent influence 
for the good of the human race.” 

A. Barton Hepburn aroused interest 
by an intimation that the United 
States was entering upon the stage 
of tariff relaxation. 

“Over twenty years ago,” observed 
Mr. Hepburn, “President McKinley, in 
a speech in Boston, said, ‘We are not 
talking about tariff now,’ and in jis 
recent trip across the continent he 
made no allusion to the tariff, but 
greatly emphasized the necessity of 
cultivating outside markets; and the 
chairman of the Republican Campaign 
Committee has announced that the 
tariff will be taken from all so-called 
trust commodities, and our ability to 
produc ehas so largely outgrown our 
capacity to consume that the ‘open 
door’ is rapidly becoming the shibbo- 
leth of America.” 

Rt. Hon. William James Pirie, who 
followed, admitted the supremacy of 
the United States in many directions, 
but asserted Great Britain's supremacy 
in the matter of ship building.

Mr. Carnegie, who had the best re- 
ception of the evening, dwelt upon the 
importance of the growing friendly re- 
lations between the two countries, and 
‘continued as follows: 

“The horoscope of the future shows

AMERICAN BOYS SAFE. 
STOWE BESET BY INQUIRIES.

FUNCTIONS OF A HOSPITAL. 

So that we are prepared to say to- 
day that every hospital to do ita whole 
duty by the community which sup- 
ports it must perform three general 
Tunctions. (1.) It must take care of 
the sick intrusted to it, after the man- 
ner of the highest art of modern 
medicine—that ie it must make the 
most complete possible investigation | 
of each case for the purpose of thor- 
ough and complete diagnosis, and must 
apply the best possibie treatment 
which diagnosis shows to be necessary. 
(2.) It must keep such accurate and 
systematic records of its observations 
that not only may there never be any 
doubt of the condition of any patient 
at any time, but that new truths may 
be deduced from the records so kept. 
In other words, it must do research 
work. (3.) It must provide means 
for giving to the profession not only 
the resuits of this research work, but 
also the detaila of its methods of diag- 
nosis and treatment. That is, it must 
be a teaching institution. To perform. 
such functions, it must have not only 
the ordinary staff of physicians and 
surgeons who give their services with- 
out compensation, but it must also 
have certain paid professional em- 
ployés, notably a pathologist and a 
chemist, who will give their whoie 
time to the institution. 

Of these various functions which is 
the most important? 10 the patient 
undoubtedly the first, but this func- 
tion in actual practice will never be 
carried out satisfactorily unless the 
second and third are also in operation. 
To the community, the second func- 
tion is by far the most important, for 
it will give knowledge which can be 
applied not only to the given patient, 
not only utilized by the commun- 
ity in which it has arisen, but 
which is of general applicability every- 
where, within the scope which it spe- 
cifically covers. 

All these remarks are true of hos- 
pitalg in general, but why should chil- 
dren's hospitals be especially estab- 
lished along such lines as are here 
outiined? All that has gone before in 
these papers shows that every fact 
relating to the natural history of child | 
life is a fact utiligable for the benefit | 
of the race in a constructive way, and 
not merely in a separative way. In | 
pathology it promotes prevention, and 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a 


— 


pound of cure.“ ; 
PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT OF 
THE CHILD. 
Important as is the matter of the 
physical development of the child, it 
has not received the attention it de- 
serves. The rst formal treatise on 
the diseases of children was published 
in Sweden about, one hundred and 
fifty years ago, and the bulk of the 
world’s literature on the subject has 
been produced in the past thirty years, | 
and this in a rn which has ex- 
isted for centuries. ven today the 
subject is treated in a step-motherly | 
way in our medical colleges, compara- 4 
tively few of which make adequate 
provision for its teaching. The term | 
physical training, which is broad 
enough to cover the management of | 
the whole body, has instead a very | 
special and limited meaning, referring | 
entirely to gymnastic and allied pro- 
cedures. Physica! training has for its | 
primary ideal muscular development. 
and only incidentally the improve- | 
ment of other structures of the body. 
That exercise does influence all other 
structures of the body is, of course, 
true; so also is it true that improve- 
ment of other organs and structures 
influences secondarily the muscular 
system Physical training may, and 
often does, influence organs, other 
than the muscles, unfavorably, and its 
indiscriminate use is to be guarded 
against. It is a powerful engine, and 
that it is not always used with just 
discrimination is not to be laid at its | 
door, for it Is not a means of investi- 
gation, but merely of application, and 
principles modifying its use must be 
sought through other channels. | 


DEVELOPMENT | 
IN SCHOOLS. 

The intellectual development of the | 
child is intrusted to the schools, the 
greatest single institution which the | 
race possesses. If it was necessary | 
to deplore the slow accumulation of | 


knowledge relating to the physical de- 
velopment of the child, it is more 
necessary to deplore the still slower 
accumulation of knowledge relating to 
the child's  intellectua! 
In both instances a priori ideas and 
methods of application have predom- 
inated, and investigation of principles | 
has lagged. The educational wor!d | 
was surprised some years ago by the 
intrusion of psychelogy into its do- | 
main. It is, however, gradually ac- 
commodating itself to the. intrusion. | 
More recently it has met another in- 
truder, in the shape of the so-called | 
child study, which as yet bas by no 
means received a warm welcome. Both 
these intruders have brought with | 
them the idea of investigation. Each | 
has as its function the determination | 
of facts relating to the development | 
of the child, and from these facts the | 
formulation of definite laws of de- 
velopment, which must subsequently 
be used to modify the pedagogic meth- 
ods and subject matter. 

Schools were originally establishe1 | 
to train the intellectual functions of | 
the brain. The training of the other | 
functions of the brain was left to the 
other activities of the child, which ac- | 
complished the work fairly well. 80 
long as life was limited to relatively | 
small communities where the activities | 
of the children were numerous and 
varied, a wide education occurred. | 
But when the advancement of civill- | 
zation produced conditions which pre- 
vented the child from coming into di- 
rect and frequent contact with nature 
this education failed. Contact with | 
plant and animal life not only gave 
information concerning such objects, | 
but trained the senses through which 
such information was obtained. The 
more natural, less sophistical and 
wider range of plays and duties gave 
to the child of a generation ago an 
opportunity for motor training, of 
which he is today largely deprived. | 
Such part of a child's life is as truly | 
education as is the intellectual train- 
ing. The deficiency today of such | 


trainings makes it necessary for some 


other agency to take up the work. 
This agency can only be the school, at 


least for the overwhelming majority 


of the children in large cities. The. 
schools are attempting this new duty | 
and thus there appear in the modern 
curriculum manual training and other | 
work, drawing, music, 
nature study and physica! training. | 
Thus, the schools, originally organized | 
for the purpose of promoting the de- 
velopment of the intellectual function 
of the brain, find themselves § forced | 
to moderate the development of the 
whole brain in ali its functions. 
PROPER STUDIES FOR SCHOOLS. | 
In this way, there is a true criterion” 
of the propriety of the introduction | 
into the curriculum of any proposed | 
work. If that work tends to training 
any function of the brain, not other- 


‘the subjects 


wise provided for, it is a proper sub! 


ject for the schools, and not a “fad.” 
If it does not meet this requirement, 
it is not proper school work. Apply- 
ing this test to the curriculum now 
in effect, it will be found that not all 
meet this requirement. 
The danger of overloading the course 
of study is one which is very real, but 
it will certainly be found, when more 
of the laws of child development are 
established, that all the results of the 


old work, and also the benefits of the 
new, can be had without additional | 


labor on the part of the child or in- 
creage in the time of school work. To 
hasten this end, much investigation 
must be made in the line of child 
study. This subject has been much 
cultivated by private investigators, 
and much good work accomplished, but 
certain phases of it can be prosecuted 
successfully only under the immediate 
direction of the school authorities. 
The action of the Chicago Board of 
Education in establishing a depart- 
ment of child study in the system of 
schools under its charge is thus far 
unique, but it would seem that it 
ought to be followed in other large 
cities, so that the combined efforts of 
several such departments could give 
to the educational world the results 
of their labors, and in this way pro- 
mote the adjustment of school work. 

The “child-study"'-departmefit of the 
Chicago public schools bas three die- 
tinct functions. The first is research 
work, in which it attempts to deter- 
mine laws of child development, partly 
with reference to the physical side, but 
more particularly in the line of physical 
development. With the estabiishment 
of such laws, jt not only provides sug- 
gestions for methods of teaching, but 
it also has a mechanism, by means 
of which it can test the efficacy of ex- 
isting methods and determine whether 
or not these methods train the brain 
as they are supposed to train it. As 
another feature of its work, it has a 
psychological laboratory for examining 
backward children, with a view to ad- 
vising as to their management. 
the laboratory and the general-re- 
search work approximate efforts at in- 


dividualization of school work. Tue 
one is absolutely individualistic, and 
the other by introducing new ele- 


ments of classification makes an ap- 

proach to individualistic work which 

is valuable. 

ETHICAL TRAINING OF THE 
CHILD. 

When the ethical training of the 
child is considered, great difficulties 
are encountered. The home is, of 
course, the institution for this part of 


child training, but when the wide va- 


riation in the capacities of individual! 
homes is considered, some additional 
agency seems demanded. The church 
has assumed this function, on 
ground that ethics and religion are 
essentially united. But the church 
has failed to investigate for us the 
laws of the development of ethics. 
Whichever one of the numerous theo- 
ries of the genesis of ethics wé may 
accept, we must admit that the laws 
of the development of the ethical na- 


ture of the individual child are not 


known, and until they are, discussion 
of ethical training must be largely 
theoretical and unprofitable. 

The world is filled today with peope 
who are studying the problem of the 
child, some to establish new truths 
and some to apply them, and no more 
hopeful movement for cjvilization was 
eyer undertaken.

BIGGEST GORILLA. ‘ 


Carcass of Immense Native African 
Will Become one of Chief Attractions 
of the Hamburg Museum. 

{Kansas City Star:] A great prize 
has just been obtained by the Umlaut 
Museum, in Hamburg. It ic the car- 
cass of the largest gorilla which has 
ever been seen. 

Herr H. Paschen, a native of 
Schwerin, in Germany, killed the mon- 
ster recently in the German colony of 
Cameroon. Some natives came to him 
in great excitement one day and told 
him that an immense gorilla was lurk- 
ing in the forest near Tsnoutown which 
is a settlement in the Yaunde dis- 


trict. Thereupon German, who 
is a skilled hunter, took his gun and 
went out to look for the great . 
He soon cought a glimpse of hem be. 
tween two branches of a tree, and, as 
the animal peered opt from this lofty 
hiding place, he fired twice, and struck 
bim each time in the lower jaw, with 
the that — 1 hold on the 
trea, and came c ng down through 
the branches. 

He died almost immediately, and 
only then did Herr Paschen realise that 
no man before him had ever killed 
such a large gorilla. He ordered the 
negroes who accompanied him to skin 
the animal, but to take care not to 
injure the akeleton. This they did, 
and then the gorilla’s flesh was eaten 
by the older negroes, but not by the 
younger ones, since they believe that 
there is something of a human spirit 
in a gorilla, and that harm would come 
to them if they devoured him. 

Immediately after killing the anima! 
Herr Paschen took a photograph of 
him in a sitting position, in which he 
was placed and held by three strong 
negroes, This photograph shows clearly 
the great size of the gorilla. On his 
return to Germany Herr Paschen pre- 
sented the gorilla to the Umlauf Mu- 
seum. and there immediate steps were 
taken to preserve it. Prof. Lents of 
Lubeck, a well known anthropologist, 
also made exact measurements of it, 
and according to him, both its skull! 
and its body are of abnormal size. Its 
shoulder, he says, is 45 centimeters in 
length, ite hand is 27, ifs thigh is 3° 
its foot is 31, and the entire height 
of the skeleton is 165 centimeters. 

The Umlauf Museum has deen of. 
fered 20,000 marks for the skeleton, 
bas refused to part with it.
